London, Aug. 1.—(Bulletin)—The 


British note to Russia relative to the 
sinking of neutral ships, declared that 
unless Russia renounced every claim 
to the right to sink such vessels, war- 
ships would be employed to convey 
British merchantmen and protect them 
from such outrages. This means that 
the British government is ready, if 
necessary ,to fight for the principle ai. 
stake. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 17.—The follow- 


ing dispatch was received from Gener- 
al Kuropatkin today:

Bt Petersburg, Aug. 17.—A report is

The mining fleet still in the har- 
bor is capable of effective work in bin 
dering the operations of Vice Admiral 
Togo's fleet. There is no sickness in 
the fortress, and the losses in tbe suc- 
cessive fights are by no means EG 
heavy as represented in the Japanese 
reports. 


Reitzenstein, commander of cruis- 


er division of the Port Arthur squad- 
ron, reports to the naval general staff 
that the cruiser Askold, owing to the 
damage which she sustained in the 
naval battle off Port Arthur, was 
obliged to enter the port of Shanghai 
on Aug. 13, and that her losses were 
one officer killed and three wounded 
and 10 sailors killed and 44 wounded. 


Sortie From Port Arthur. 


Chefoo, Aug. 17.—Tuesday's sortie 


of the Russian warships from Port Ar- 
thur is regarded as a confirmation of 
previous reports that the Japanese 
have occupied an important land posi- 
tion, the fire from which compelled 
the Russian vessels to leave the har- 
bor. It is_.not -certain that they re- 
turned to their former anchorage after 
the sortie. Junks which left Port Ar- 
thus Aug. 13 report that heavy fighting 
was continuing. 


Objects to Disarmament. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 17.—Recurring 


to the Ryeshitelni affair, the Novoe 
Vremya demands that the Askold, 
Groseovoi, or any other Russian ves- 
sels now taking refuge in Chinese 
ports, shall not be dismantled, but 
shall retain their armaments so they 
may be in readiness to repel Japanese 
attacks, from which, the paper de- 
clares, neutral Chinese waters afford 
no protection. 


Cruiser Novik Sighted. 


London, Aug. 17. — The Yokohama 


correspondent of the Daily Mail says 
that the cruiser Novik of the Port Ar- 
thur squadron has been sighted off the 
Strait of Vandiemen, steering for 
Vladivostok.

a posse was organized and the negro 
was captured and placed in jaii. All 
went wall until 2 o'clock this morning 
when the citizens of the town heard 
a volley of shots and on investigating 
found that the lockup had been riddled 
with bullets. 
The negro was found 


dead on the inside. 


This is the sixth negro to be lynch- 


ed in the South within the past few 
hours.

Chairman 
Thomas Taggart of the national com- 
mittee; and other prominent, men in 
the party, both state and national, 
were among the 5,000 people assem- 
bled to attend the ceremony. 


The formal notification address was 


delivered by Congressman1 John Sharp 
Williams of Mississippi, chairman of 
the notification" committee, who was 
the temporary chairman of the conven- 
tion. Mr. Williams spoke at great 
length, his remarks being tinged with 
biting sarcasm except when he raised 
his voice in praise of the platform and 
candidates of the St. Louis convention. 
Mr. Williams was specially caustic in 
his references to the remarks made t>y 
Elihu Root at the Fairbanks notifica- 
tion with reference to the age of Mr.

Statesboro, Ga., Aug. 17.—Paul Reed 


and William Cato, negroes, two of 
the principals in the murder and burn- 
ing of Henry Hodges and wife and 
three of their children six miles from 
Statesboro, three weeks ago, were 
burned at the stake. A determined 
mob charged on the courthouse, over- 
powered the military guard, secured 
Cato and Reed, who had been found 
guilty after a legal trial and sentenced 
to be hanged, took them two miles 
from Statebboro and there burned 
them alive. 


In the trials of Reed and Cato little 


-delay hatr^eTreatrsetlrawroirits con- 
clusion the prisoners were hustled 
Into the witness room, where a strong 
guard of military was mounted over 
them. 


It was in the corridors that agitation 


began. The spectators left the court- 
room and from the lawn outside many 
entered the hallways. The crowd was 
addressed by a tall man, who seemed 
to inflame it greatly. He called on 
those around about him to follow. 
At the rear stairway the greatest 
danger threatened. Prominent men, 
among them the Rev. Mr Hodges, 
brother of the murdered man, sprang 
to the front to address the crowd. 
They begg«d them to disperse. Sheriff 
Kendrick was among them. He cau- 
tioned the crowd against ^ iolence and 
pleaded with them to leave. 


A commotion at the front drew the 


crowd there. This was but temporary. 
Presently they were back at the rear, 
and some 23 men crowded around the 
outer guards, wrested their weapons 
from them and threw open the breech- 
locks. The weapons were empty. At 
the front a member of the mo!) rr^pt 
along the wall until he got close to 
the guards 
He threw himself upon 


them. In the breach thus formed his 
companions threw themselves. Two 
hundred wildly cheering men followed 
him 
and soon the .soldiers, though 


th<=-y fought df\sppiately and 
inflicted 


ba>onet wounds upon some of their as- 
sailants, wem overpowered. 


The small guard about tho prisoners 


withdrew into the room and closed the 
door. The mob crashed against it, 
bursting it as though it wore an egg- 
shell. The prisoners were at their 
mercy, all resistance having been 
beaten down. Cato, Rood, Handy Bell 
and the other prisoners cowered be- 
fore the crowd 
They dragged Cato 


and Rood our. releasing Iv-ll into the 
hands of a few soldiers left thcr." ac

cheerir.s, along the roadway leading 
to the Hodges homestead, where the 
five rp.";:il>2rs of the family had been 
murdcriyl and burned. That was their 
destination. 


The heat was so intense that the 


crowd wearied when two miles of the 
siv-mile route had been traversed. 
Going 75 yards from the .road the 
crowd halted. The two negroes were 
made to seat themselves on a log. 
They were told that they had but a 
sTjort time to live, and tfia't they 
should confess. Reed was the first to 
speak 
He 
confessed, 
implicating 


other negroes, as he had in the court- 
room. He denied, however, that ha 
had taken an active part in the mur- 
der. Cato answered incoherently. The 
crowd moved across a field to a strip 
of woodland. Several men climbed to 
branches and called for ropeg. 


Awful Scenes. 


"Burn them!" "Burn them!" shout- 


ed the crowd. Cato begged to be shot 
or hanged, saying he was innocent; 
that he had bad no part in the crime. 
Some of the more humane wanted to 
grant his request, but they were in the 
minority. A member of the mob made 
a speech recounting the horrors of the 
negroes' crime. This inflamed 
the 


crowd to the burning pitch. To a large 
stump 12 feet high the men were 
chained,with their backs to the stump. 
Then a wagon load of pine wood was 
hauled to the spot. 
It was piled 


around the m^n and 10 gallons of kero- 
sene was thrown over them. 


Just as the match was applied to the 


pyrp one of those in front asked Reed 
if he wanted to tell the truth before ha 
died. "Yes. sir: I killed Mr. and Mrs. 
Hodges," he replied. "Who killed the 
children?" he was asked. "Handy 
Bell," came the response as the flames 
leaped" upwards, and further question- 
ing was impossible in the wild tumult. 


The spectacle presented was fright- 


ful 
As the flames touched Reed's 


naked, oil-soaked skin he twisted his 
boad around in an endeavor to choke 
himself and avoid the fearful torture. 
Only once did he complain. He said. 
"Lord, have mercy." Cato screamed 
in agony and begged that he be shot. 
He was the first to exhibit uncon- 
sciousness and was perhaps the first 
dead. Before the flames progressed 
very far up his body his head sank 
forward, and many believed that the 
fire got into his lungs and killed him. 


The mob dispersed as soon as the 


men were dead, some of the lynchara 
carrying atvay gruesome souvenirs.

A fJsefnl Cake Recipe. 


This rule is the foundation of a great 


many cakes, and it is so easily and 
quickly made that for general purposes 
it cannot be excelled: Beat half a cup 
of butter and a cup of sugar to a 
cream; add two eggs, one at a time, 
and beat until the mixture is very 
light; next one and a half cups of 
flour, a half cup of milk or water and 
u level teaspoon of baking powder. 
Add first a tablespoon of flour, then 
liquid and flour alternately, mixing the 
baking powder thoroughly with the 
last quarter of a cup of flour. Many 
prefer -water rather than milk as it 
keeps the cake fresh longer. Bake in 
two layers or in a sheet.

Washington, Aug. 17.—For the first 


'ifteen days of the present month the 
.otal receipts of the government have 
been 322,002,760, and tihe total expen- 
ditures $26,020,000, leaving a deficit o£ 


?4,017,240. The deficit is half a mil- 
ion greater than that for the same per- 
od of the last fiscal year, despite Sec- 
retary Shaw's orders to Treasury of- 
ficials to do all they can td hculd down 
sxpenciitures until after the election. 


The deficit for the present fiscal 


year to date is $21..424,967, while one 
year ago the total deficit was only $1,- 
249 374. 


Ihe features in connection with the 


figures to date are that receipts from 
lioth customs and internal revenue con- 
tinue to drop right along. The receipts 
from customs so far this fiscal year 
have oeen $29,764,775, while on year 
ago they were $3-1,859,807; from inter- 
nal revenue to date they are $2;) 616,- 
C65 against $30,331,944 for the same 
period ore year ago. 


With receipts steadily growing be- 


low the last fiscal year and expendi- 
tures increasing, the surplus in the 
treasury under the McKinley adminis- 
tration is fast disappearing. 


Benefcient Floods. 


Kansas has Jucc discovered that her 


greatest flood last year had some good 
in it after all. This year no rats, 
grasshoppers or rabbits have apeared 
to damage the crops in the districts 
which were under water.

Cleveland, O., Aug. 17.—Two mutual 


insurance companies have just beeii 
incorporated at Columbus by officers 
of 12 traction companies. The ineor- 
porators are local capitalists, but their 
plans provide for making the new com- 
pany national and even international 
in its scope, for Canada is to be includ- 
ed. Under the names of the Electric 
Mutual Insurance company and the 
Traction Mutual Insurance company 
the two organizations wriill carry all of 
the risks of traction companies and 
electric light and power companies. 


The puropse primarily is to reduce 


the cost of insurance to electric com- 
panies by doing away with all under- 
writing by outside stock companies. 
Both concerns will be under one head, 
and Horace B. Andrews, president of 
the Cleveland Electric company, will 
probably be chosen for that office. 


The first named company will be re- 


stricted to risks on electric light and 
power plants, while the latter will as- 
sume traction risks alone. The incor- 
porators are: H. E. Andrews, who is 
president of not only the city lines, 
but also the Attica and Mohawk Val- 
ley Railway company

Rapid Transit; 
H- J. Davis, of the 


Cleveland Electric Railway; Hr A. Ev- 
erett, of the Northern. Ohio Traction 
company, Detroit Railway company; 
Luther Allen, of the Toledo & Western 
Railway company; A. E. Akins, P. T. 
Pomeroy, of the Cleveland Southwest- 
ern Traction; Warren Bicknell, F. W. 
Coons, of the Lake Shored Electric; 
George L Bishop, of the Eastern Ohio 
Traction and the Northern Texas Trac- 
tion, and Charles E. Was_on, of the 
Cleveland, Painesville & 
Eastern. 


These companies will form the nucleus 
of the first business -of the 1iwo new 
companies, placing in both $40,,000,000 
of insurance. 


All risks will be of the same class 


and interested parties will not ba call- 
ed upon to pay outside losses. t!orn- 
snissions will be done away with and 
the profits will go to the members. 
Henry N. Staats will probably be the 
manager, he being at present manager 
of the Factory Mutual Insurance com- 
pany of New England. The idea is his 
and the plan has been successful in 
the East.
